THOMAS NOORE. 
It is difficult to speak of Moore without 
saying too little of his beauties or his faults. 
No man was ever more felicitious than he in 
his peculiar style of writing. He attacked 
the heart throuzh the medium of the senses 
and if his spells were not lasting, they were 
all powerful while they existed. His muse 
eame not from Pindus, braced with mountain 
air, but all redolent from the paradise of Ma- 
homet, full of joy and enchanunent, border- 
ing upon intoxication. The young read his

him blaspheme the more. He was called to 
his great account at thirty yearsof age. He 
was drowned ; and Byron erected, and fired 
his funeral pile, and watched-it as the flames 
ascended ; and in admiring the classical beau- 
ty of the scene, forgot to shed “ the tear to 
Friendship due.” 

There is a possibility that such a mind as 
Shelly’s might tave worked itself free from 
the vile stuff about it if he had been spared 
toa mature age. Shelly’s principles were 
too much enveloped in metaphysics to have 
had a very deleterious effect on society. 
poison lies deep in his works, when there 
is any, and will not be sucked in by the cur- 

reader; and he wise one will have an 
antidote for it when he is in danger. ‘There 
is a charm in sound principles worth all other 
talismans. It is cainful to see youthful virtue 
cut off in the éariy summer of: life, but the 
pang is tenfold when misguided geniusis call- 
ed to depart, “ unanointed, unannealed.” 
Shelly rather strove to vindicate his absurdi- 
ties than to propagate his principles. His 
example will not be infectious, for his short 
life proved that disobedience and _ transgres- 
sion are sources of misery ; and that he who 
defies the commutity will find himself bound 
hand ard foot, anc thrown away with con- 
tempt ; life to himis without enjoyment, and 
death comes without hope ; he departs with-

TRIAL OF A CLERGYMAN FOR BLAS- 
PHEMY! 

The London Morning Chronicle of the 5th ultimo 
contains a long account of the trial of the Rev. Ro- 
bert Taylor, for blasphemy, which took place at the 
Surrey Sessions, on the previous day. The proseeu- 
tion was instituted by the society for the suppression 
of vicc. The trial excited much interest, and the 
court-room was in consequence exceedingly crowded. 
The defendant appeared in court habited in his robes 
as a clergyman of the church of England: he had a 
celestial globe and several parcels, apparently con- 
taining books and papers. He was found guilty, and 
sentenced to pay a fine of 200 pounds, and be im- 
prisoned two years. This was a light punishment, 
when the nature of the offence is considered. We 
make the following cxtracts from the report of the 
trial in the Morning Chronicle:— 


At the request of the defendant the indictment was 
read atlengtn. It charged the defendant, that he, being 
an evil-dispuscd person, and intending to bring the Chris. 
tian Rel gion into diebelief and contempt, on the first and 
third of April, in the presence-of more than 300 persons, 
blasphemously uttered certain expressions of and con- 
ceramy Almghty God, Jesus Christ, the Holy Bible, and 
the Christian Religion. ‘The indictment contained eight 
counts, changing him with having uttered various blasphe- 
mous expressions in his discourses on Good Friday and 
Easter Sunday. 

Mc. Chambers opened the case. 

Mr. ‘Thessiger said, the unusual course pursued by the 
dejendant, in requiring the whole of the indictment tu be 
read, end the clear and distinct nature of the charges 
therein stated, rendered it unnecessary for him to enter 
into them at any very great length. In rising to discharge 
his duty as Counsel for the prosecution, he was not in- 
sensible of the importance of the task im d upon him. 
The proccedings of this day were looked to with intense 
interest, though he wassorry to say that some few persons
